The Sweedifh General Meidel is advanc'd to Tyko- 
cin ; and Count Guldenftern, who brought the 
Sweedith Forces out of Pomerania, is march’d from 
Cracow to Czeftochowa, and will go on to Peter- 
kow and put all the Country thereabouts under 
Contribution. 

Riga, Sept. 17. We have certain advice that the 
Mutfcovites have taken Marienburg by Capitulati- 
on, ‘tis the only Place of Strength in Livonia that 
the Swedes have on the Frontiers of Poland. The 
Mufcovites have form’d a Camp at Zeltenhof 5 
miles on this fide of Marienburg. They write from 
Nerva that all Ingermanland, fince the retreat of 
General Cronihort who was lately worfted in a Bat- 
tel by the Mufcovites is miferably ravaged by 
them, they lye between Caparien and Schanfterpy,
